where there are Soviet units* Both of these regiments marched to Jaroslawiee, which 
lias ho civilian population, from the direction of Slawno (Schlawe).' . 

2* Polish Army conscripts belonging to the age class born in 1930 are being demobilized 
from the anny if thsy meet two conditions: 30 months* service and adequate knowledge 
of the Russian language. The conscripts of this age group who do not meet these 
latter two conditions must serve in the army until the spring of 1954* Informant 
believes that the age group born in 1933 will be conscripted into the anny the latter 
part of October*
